INTRODUCIION 

Ihe  North  Carolina  Legislative  Research  Commission  is  an 
interim  study  organization  of  the  General  Assembly.  Authorized 
ty  North  Carolina  General  Statutes  §120-30.10  through  §120-30.18, 
the  Research  Commission  undertakes  studies  by  direction  of 
resolutions  from  the  preceding  legislative  session  or  by 
direction  of  the  commission  chairmen.  The  commission  is  chaired 
ty  the  President  Pro  Tempore  of  the  Senate  and  the  SpeaKer  of  the 
house  of  Representatives,  and  the  chairmen  appoint  five  members 
from  their  respective  houses.  By  tradition,  the  Research 
commission  has  produced  its  studies  working  through  committees 
chaired  by  Research  Commission  members  and  made  up  of  other 
members  of  the  General  Assembly  assisted  by  advisory  members  from 
outside  the  General  Assembly. 

The  1979  General  Assembly  adjourned  its  lirst  Session  on  June 
8,  1S79.   The  Second  Session  will  convene  June  5,  1980. 

The  tills  which  will  be  eligible  for  consideration  during  the 
second  session  are  mentioned  in  the  adjournment  resolution 
(hesclution  84,  S.J.R.  933).  The  Second  Session  will  consider 
ciils  "directly  affecting  the  State  budget  for  fiscal  year  1980- 
81...."  However,  among  the  other  matters  that  are  eligible  for 
consideration  are  "...bills  implementing  the  reports  of  study 
commissions  which  have  been  authorized  or  directed  to  make  final 
or   interim   reports   and   recommendation   to   the   1979   General 


Assembly,   Second  Session   1980 "   The   work  of  the  1979-80 

legislative  Eesearch  Commission  will  be  spread  over  two  interim 
periods:  (1)  the  interim  between  the  two  parts  of  the  1979 
General  Assembly  -  the  First  Session  1979  and  the  Second  Session 
1980,  and  (2)  the  interim  between  the  adjournment  of  the  1979 
General  Assembly,  Second  Session  1980,  and  the  convening  of  the 
1981  General  Assembly,  Some  of  the  studies  will  be  completed  and 
available  for  the  information  of  the  session  in  1980,  but  most 
will  be  completed  during  the  second  interim  period  and  available 
to  the  session  in  1981. 

This  publication  lists  the  Eesearch  Commission  and  committee 
members,  outlines  the  study  assignements  and  organization,  and 
summarizes  the  work  product  of  the  Eesearch  Commission  committees 
during  the  first  interim.  No  attempt  has  been  made  to  summarize 
those  studies  for  which  final  committee  reports  have  been  made  to 
the  1979  General  Assembly  Second  Session  1980.  Those  reports 
have  been  distributed  to  the  General  Assembly's  members;  and 
copies  are  available  through  the  Legislative  Library.

GENERAL  STATUTES  OF  NORTH  CAROLINA 

Article  6B. 
Legislative  Research  Commission. 
§  120-30,10.  Creation;  appointment  of  members;  members  ex 
officio---  (a)  There  is  hereby  created  a  Legislative  Research 
Commission  to  consist  of  five  Senators  to  be  appointed  by  the 
President  pro  tempore  of  the  Senate  and  five  Representatives  to 
be  appointed  by  the  Speaker  of  the  House.  The  President  pro 
tempore  of  the  Senate  and  the  Speaker  of  the  House  shall  be  ex 
officio  members  of  the  Legislative  Research  Commission. 
Provided,  that  when  the  President  of  the  Senate  has  been  elected 
ty  the  Senate  from  its  own  membership,  then  the  President  of  the 
Senate  shall  make  the  appointments  of  the  Senate  members  of  the 
Legislative  Research  Commission,  shall  serve  ex  officio  as  a 
member  of  the  Commission  and  shall  perform  the  duties  otherwise 
vested  in  the  President  pro  termpore  by  G.S.  120-30.13  and  120- 
30.14. 

(b)  The  cochairmen  of  the  Legislative  Research  Commission  may 
appoint  additional  members  of  the  General  Assembly  to  work  with 
the  regular  members  of  the  Research  Commission  on  study 
committees.  The  terms  of  the  additional  study  committee  members 
shall  te  limited  by  the  same  provisions  as  apply  to  regular 
commission  members,  and  they  may  be  further  limited  by  the 
appointing  authorities. 

(c)  The  cochairmen  of  the  Legislative  Research  Commission  may 
appoint  persons  who  are  not  members  of  the   General   Assembly   to 


advisory  sabcommittees.  The  terms  of  advisory  subcommittee 
members  sball  be  limited  by  the  same  provisions  as  apply  to 
regular  Comaiission  members,  and  they  may  be  further  limited  by 
the  appointina  authorities.  (1965,  c.  10U5,  s.  1;  1975,   c.   692, 

s.  1  .) 

§  120-30.11.  Time  of  appointments;  terms  of  office. -- 
Appoirtmerts  to  the  Legislative  Research  Comirission  shall  be  made 
withii.  15  iays  subsequent  to  the  close  of  each  regular  session  of 
the  Gonerei  Assembly  held  in  the  odd-numbered  years.  The. term  of 
ciiice  shall  begin  on  the  day  of  appointment,  and  shall  end  on 
tr.fc  date  when  the  next  biennial  session  of  the  General  Assembly 
convenes  in  the  following  odd-numbered  calendar  year  or  at  the 
time  of  appointment  of  the  subsequent  Commission,  whichever  shall 
te  later.

§  120-30.12.  Vacancies. --Vacancies  in  the  appointive 
memDership  of  the  Legislative  Research  Commission  occurring 
during  a  term  shall  te  filled  for  the  unexpired  term  by 
appointment  by  the  ofiicer  who  made  the  original  appointment. 
Vacancies  in  the  ex  officio  membership  shall  be  filled  for  the 
unexpired  terra  by  election  by  the  remaining  members  of  the 
Commission.  Every  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  a  member  of  the 
same  house  as  that  of  the  person  causing  the  vacancy. 

It  lor  anv  reason  the  office  of  President  pro  tempore  of  the 
Senate  becomes  vacant,  the  five  Senate  members  of  the  Legislative 
Feseerch  Commission  shall  elect  one  of  their  own  number  to 
perfori  ana   exercise   the   duties   imposed   and   powers   granted 


pursuant  to  this  Article,  and  such  Senator  so  elected  shall  serve 
until  the  Senate  shall  elect  a  President  pro  tempore.  If  for  any 
reason  the  office  of  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives 
becomes  vacant,  the  five  members  of  the  House  of  Representatives 
of  the  Legislative  Research  Commission  shall  elect  one  of  their 
own  number  to  perform  and  exercise  the  duties  imposed  and  powers 
granted  pursuant  to  this  Article,  and  such  member  of  the  House  of 
Representatives  so  elected  shall  serve  until  the  House  of 
Representatives  shall  elect  a  Speaker.  (1965,  c.  1045,  s.  3;

§  120-30.13.  Cochairmen;  rules  of  procedure;  quorum. — The 
President  pro  tempore  of  the  Senate  and  the  Speaker  of  the  House 
shall  serve  as  cochairmen  of  the  Legislative  Research  Commission. 
The  Commission  shall  adopt  rules  of  procedure  governing  its 
meetiiigs.  Eight  members,  including  ex  officio  members,  shall 
constitute  a  quorum  of  the  Commission-  (1965,  c.  1045,  s.  4.) 

§  120-30.14.  Meetings.  —  The  first  meeting  of  the  Legislative 
Research  commission  shall  be  held  at  the  call  of  the  President 
pro  tempore  of  the  Senate  in  the  State  Legislative  Building. 
Thereafter  the  Commission  shall  meet  at  the  call  of  the  chairmen. 
Every  member  of  the  preceding  General  Assembly  has  the  right  to 
attend  all  sessions  of  the  Commission,  and  to  present  his  views 
at  the  meeting  on  any  subject  under  consideration.  (1965,  c. 
1045,  s.  5.)

§   120-30.16.    Cooperation   with  Commission. — The  Legislative 
Research   Commission   may   call   upon   any   department,    agency. 


institution,  or  officer  of  the  State  or  of  any  political 
subdivision  thereof  for  such  facilities  and  data  as  may  be 
available,  and  these  departments,  agencies,  institutions,  and 
officers  shall  cooperate  with  the  ComiDission  and  its  committees 
to  the  fullest  possible  extent.  (1965,  c.  1045,  s.  7.) 

§   120-30.17.    Powers   and   duties. — The   Legislative  Research 
Commission  has  the  following  powers  and  duties: 

(1)  Pursuant  to  the  direction  of  the  General  Assembly 
or  either  house  thereof,  or  of  the  chairmen,  to 
make  or  cause  to  be  made  such  studies  of  and 
investigations  into  governmental  agencies  and 
institutions  and  matters  of  public  policy  as  will 
aid  the  General  Assembly  in  performing  its  duties 
in  the  most  efficient  and  effective  manner. 

(2)  lo  report  to  the  General  Assembly  the  results  of 
the  studies  made.  The  reports  may  be  accompanied 
by  the  recommendations  of  the  Commission  and  bills 
suggested  to  effectuate  the  recommendations. 

(3),   (4)   Repealed  by  Session  Laws  1969,  c.  1184,  s.  8. 

(5)  To  review  the  rules  of  all  administrative  agencies 
pursuant  to  Article  6C  of  this  Chapter  to  determine 
whether  or  not  the  agencies  acted  within  their 
statutory  authority  in  promulgating  the  rules. 

(6)  To  meet  during  the  regular  session  of  the  General 
Assembly  only  for  the  purposes  of  reviewing  rules 
pursuant  to  G.S.  120-30.35.  (1965,  c.  1045,  s.  8; 
1969,  c.  1184,  s.  8;  1977,  c.  915,  s.  3.) 


§   120-30.18.    Facilities;   compensation   of  menbers;  payments 
from  apt-ropriations. — The  facilities   of   the  State   Legislative 
Building   shall   be   available  to  the  Commission  for  its  work. 
HemDers  of   the   General   Assembly   serving   on   the   Legislative 
Research   Commission   or  its  study  committees  shall  be  reimbursed 
for  travel  and  subsistence  expenses  at  the  rates  set  out  in  G.S. 
120-3.1.    Advisory   subcommittee  members  shall  be  reimbursed  and 
compensated  at  the  rates  set  out  in  G-S.  138-5   (public   members) 
and   G.S.   138-6  (State  officials  or  employees).   All  expenses  of 
the  Commission  shall  be  paid   from   funds  appropriated  for   the 
Commission.    (1965,  c.  1045,  s.  8;  1969,  c.  1184,  s.  8;  1977,  c. 
915,  s.  3.)

SOMilARY  OF  THE  ACTIVITIES  OF  THE  STUDY  COMMITTEE  ON 
PUBLIC  SCHOOL  DROPOUTS 

The  Committee  on  Public  School  Dropouts  has  met  five  times:   an 

organizational  meeting  on  October  2,    1979;   a   meeting   at   which 

interested   persons   appeared   and   made   formal   presentations 

concerning  the  causes  of  and  solutions  to  the  dropout  problem   on 
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EDUlATION 

Decenber  b,  1979;  a  Committee  work  session  on  January  24,  1980;  a 
meeting  at  which  the  Department  on  Public  Instruction's  Dropout 
Beport  was  considered  and  recommendations  were  formulated  on 
March  13,  19B0;  and  a  meeting  at  which  the  interim  report  was 
approved  on  May  14,  1980. 

The  Committee  has  prepared  an  interim  report  to  present  to  the 
Legislative  Research  Commission  for  its  approval  and  transmittal 
to  the  1979  General  Assembly  (Second  Session,  1980).  The  report 
includes  the  following  recommendations: 

(1)  That  the  State  Eoard  of  Education  develop  guidelines  for 
staff  development  concerning  problems  related  to  school 
dropouts  for  local  school  administrative  units  to  follow;  that 
local  school  administrative  units  provide  two  days  of  staff 
development  at  the  beginning  of  the  school  term  prior  to 
commencement  of  classes  for  teachers  concerning  problems 
related  to  school  dropouts. 

(2)  That   the   1979   General   Assembly  (Second  Session,  1980) 
appropriate  twenty-two  million  five   hundred   thousand   dollars 
($22,500,000)   to   the   State   Board  of  Education  to  reduce  the 
teacher-pupil  ratio  from  1:30  to  1:26  in  grades  4-6. 

(3)  That  the  1979  General  Assembly  (Second  Session,  1980) 
appropriate  three  million  four  hundred  thirty-eight  thousand 
dollars  (13,438,000)  to  the  State  Board  of  Education  to  provide 
84  additional  Extended  School  Day  Programs  to  make  an  Extended 
School  Day  Progr=im  available  for  each  local  school 
administrative  unit. 
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EDUCATION 

(4)  That  the  1981  General  Assembly  appropriate  sufficient 
funds  to  the  State  Board  of  Education  to  reduce  the  pupil- 
instructional  support  personnel  ratio  from  1:264  to  1:248.  The 
Committee  would  like  to  see  emphasis  placed  on  guidance 
counselors  because  of  the  impact  it  feels  they  would  have  on 
the  dropout  problem. 

(5)  That  the  1981  General  Assembly  appropriate  nineteen 
million  three  hundred  ninety-nine  thousand  nine  hundred  ten 
dollars  ($19,399,9  10)  to  the  State  Board  of  Education  to  expand 
basic  skills  instruction  for  low  achievers  in  grades  9-12  to 
aid  in  the  reduction  of  school  dropouts.

SUMdARY  OF  THE  ACTIVITIES  OF  THE  STUDY  COMMITTEE  ON 
SCHOOL  FINANCE  STUDIES 
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The  Committee  on  School  Finance  Studies  has  met  four  times:  an 
organizational  meeting  and  three  meetings  at  which  interested 
persons  appeared  and  made  formal  presentations  concerning  the 
current  method  of  financing  public  education,  including  the 
salary  schedules  for  certified  public  school  employees.  At  the 
March  20,  1980,  meeting,  the  Committee  endorsed  the  Governor's 
Proposed  Salary  Schedule  for  certified  public  school  employees. 

The  following  issues  have  been  raised  during  Committee 
discussions : 

(1)  Salary  schedule   for   public   school  professional 
personnel. 

(2)  Constitutionality  of   the  current  method  of  State 
financing  of  public  education. 

(3)  Impact  of   local   funding   on  egual  educational 
opportunities  statewide. 

(4)  Recommendations   to   the   1979   General   Assembly 
(Second  Session,  1980). 

The  CoEmittee  plans  to  continue  examining  and  evaluating 
recommendations  contained  in  the  reports  of  the  (1)  Governor's 
Commission  on  School  Finance,  (2)  Allocation  of  Personnel  to 
local  Units  Study,  and  (3)  Public  School  Salary  Study.

SUMhARY  OF  ACTIVITIES  OF  THE  STUDY  COMMITTEE  ON 
HYDROELECTRIC  GENERATION 

The  Study  Committee  on  Hydroelectric  Generation  of  Power  has 
met  five  times  to  discuss  methods  of  encouraging  the  development 
of  small-scale  hydroelectric  power  generation. 

Federal  law  requires  utilities  to  purchase  power  from  small- 
scale  renewable  energy  sources  at  a  rate  not  to  exceed  short-term 
avoided  costs.  The  Committee  has  considered  legislation  to 
require  utilities  to  purchase  energy  en  the  basis  ot  long-term 
avoided  cost,  as  determined  by  the  Utilities  Commission.  This 
would  enatle  renewable  energy  producers  to  receive  more  funds 
during   the  early  years  and  put  them  in  a  better  position  to  meet 
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their  de;jt  service.  Ihe  Committee  has  also  considered  a  proposal 
to  permit  a  higher  rate  of  return  to  icvestor-owned  utilities  for 
Hi  vestments  in  renewable  energy  plants.  The  Commxttee  is  also 
considering  a  proposal  to  exempt  small-scale  producers  from 
regulation  by  the  Utilities  Commission. 

The  Committee  anticipates  making  a  report  to  the  1980  Session. 
The  Committee  may  hold  additional  meetings  before  the  1981 
Session  to  address  any  problems  that  may  arise  with  respect  to 
licensing  of  hydroelectric  power  producers.

Tee   Study   Commxttee   on   the   Management   of   Waste  Disposal, 

Hazardous  and  Toxic  Substances,  Air  Pollution,   Noise   Pollution, 

?nd   Pesticides   has   held  six  meetings.   The  Committee  has  heard 

testimony  concerning  the   current   division   of   responsibilities 
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among  the  departments  of  state  governnent  with  respect  to 
environmental  programs.  Overlaps  exist  and  in  many  instances 
responsibilities  are  unclear.  There  does  not  appear  to  be  any 
effective  mechanism  for  coordinating  many  of  the  programs  between 
the  departments.  The  Committee  has  been  working  with  the 
Executive  tranch  toward  the  goal  of  establishing  more  effective 
coordination  with  respect  to  these  interrelated  environmental 
programs.  The  Committee  plans  to  recommend  in  its  report  to  the 
1980  Session  several  incremental  solutions  to  problems  that  have 
arisen  with  respect  to  coordination  among  the  departments.  The 
Committee  plans  to  hold  a  number  of  meetings  before  the  1981 
Session  to  investigate  further  the  management  of  environmental 
programs  in  these  areas. 

The  Committee  has  also  studied  problems  relating  to  the 
disposal  of  hazardous  and  low-level  radioactive  wastes  and  plans 
to  recommend  to  the  1981  Session  legislation  concerning  the 
siting  of  waste  disposal  facilities.

SOMMARY  OF  ACTIVITIES  OF  THE  STDDY  COMMITTEE  ON 
THE  SPORTS  ARENA 

The  Sports  Arena  Study  Committee  was  established  originally 
under  Resolution  119  of  the  1975  General  Assembly.  That 
Resolution  directed  the  Legislative  Services  Commission  to  "study 
the  feasibility  of  constructing  and  financing  a  sports  arena  in 
North  Carolina."  Subsequent  resolutions,  notably  Resolution  99 
ox  the  1977  Session  and  Resolution  70  of  the  1979  Session,  have 
authorized  the  continuation  of  the  study. 

The  Coniniittee  has  met  at  various  times  beginning  October  29, 
1976,  to  March  28,  1980.  The  findings  and  recommendations  of  its 
deliberations  through  December  14,  1978,  are  contained  in  two 
reports  to  the  General  Assembly;  one  to  the  1977  Session  and  the 
other  to  the  1979  Session.  Copies  of  those  reports  are  available 
through  the  Legislative  Library. 

The  most  recent  meeting  of  the  Sports  Arena  Study  Committee  was 
held  on  March  28,  1980,  at  which  representatives  of  certain  North 
Carolina  universities  expressed  their  views  on  various  matters 
relative  to  the  constructing  and  financing  of  the  proposed 
facility.   Among  the  matters  discussed  were:   (1)  the  interest  of 
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the  institutions  in  using  the  facility,  and  (2)  the  overall   need 
for  a  sports  facility. 

It   is   anticipated   that  two  additional  meetings  will  be  held. 
The  ComiDittee  has  discretion  to  report  to  the  1981  Session.

SUMMARY  OF  ACTIVITIES  OF  THE  STUDY  COMMITTEE  ON  AGING 
From   its   inception   in   1977,   the  Aging  Committee  has  been  a 
forun  for  senior  citizens.   Out  of  this  free  exchange  has  come  an 
extensive  package  of  legislation  including: 
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(1)  tax  relief 

(2)  nursing  home  bill  of  rights 

(3)  appropriation  of  $12  million  for  in-home  services. 

Since  much  legislation  has  already  been  passed,  the  Committee 
has  devoted  most  of  its  time  in  its  four  meetings  since  the  1979 
Session  to  monitoring  the  success  of  this  legislation.  In  some 
cases,  the  record  of  implementation  has  teen  less  than  was 
expected  for  some  programs.  For  instance  the  in-home  services 
HiOney  has  not  reached  the  intended  recipients  because  of 
Department  of  Human  Resources  regulation  process.  Other  programs 
seem  to  be  working  as  intended  such  as  the  nursing  home  advisory 
committees. 

Ihree  pieces  oi  legislation  will  be  proposed  in  an  interim 
report  to  the  short  session.   They  are: 

1.  An  act  to  make  jury  service  optional  for  persons  65  or 
older; 

2.  an  act  to  give  authority  for  counties  and  the  Department  of 
Human  Resources  to  contract  with  third  parties.  This  ability  to 
contract  was  recently  called  into  question  by  the  North  Carolina 
Supreme  Court  and  would  cause  cessation  of  services  in  certedn 
{.rcgrams  such  as  in-home  services,  recreation,  and 
transportation;  and 

3.  An  act  to  provide  immunity  for  certain  persons  regarding 
donated  food  made  to  nonprofit  organizations. 

The  Committee  after  the  short  session  will  continue  its 
monitoring  function  to  see  that  the  Executive  Branch  carries   out 
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the  intent  of  the  General  Assembly,  and  it  will  also  inquire  into 
improved  means  of  keeping  the  elderly  out  of  institutions  and  in 
their  own  homes.

SUMMARY  OF  ACTIVITIES  OF  THE  STUDY  COMMITTEE  ON 
WILDERNESS  CAMP  -  SURRY  COUNTY 
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Ihe  Study  on  Wilderness  Camp  -  Surry  County  was  authorized  by 
the  First  Session  1979  General  Assembly  to  fully  answer  questions 
related  to  the  opposition  expressed  by  local  residents  concerning 
the  placement  of  the  camp  in  Low  Gap,  Surry  County.  With  this  in 
mind  the  Committee  has  met  four  times. 

As  part  of  its  investigation  the  Committee  held  a  public 
hearing  at  Low  Gap  to  determine  if  the  passage  of  time  has  made 
any  difference  in  the  negative  feelings  of  the  local  people. 
Only  one  person  spoke  in  opposition  to  the  camp-  Therefore,  the 
committee   has  determined  that  opposition  seems  to  have  subsided. 

The  Committee  will  make  its  final  report  to  the  1979  General 
Assembly  (Second  Session)  which  will  include  no  proposed 
legislation  but  will  report  the  following: 

1.  The  Committee  recommends  that  NorthCarolina  continue  its 
participation  in  the  wilderness  camping  program. 

2.  The  Committee  is  particularly  impressed  with  the 
cooperative  arrangements  between  the  Eckerd  Foundation 
established  through  free  enterprise  and  State  government. 

3.  The  Committee  believes  that  the  legislative  and  executive 
branches  should  explore  the  feasibility  of  establishing  the  same 
model  for  girls. 

4.  It  is  evident  that  the  Department  of  Human  Resources  and 
its  agents  did  a  poor  job  in  preparing  the  Low  Gap  Community  for 
the  placement  of  the  camp.

SUMMARY  OF  ACTIVITIES  OF  THE  STUDY  COMMITTEE  ON 
LVIDENCE  AND  COMPARATIVE  NEGLIGENCE 

The  Study  Committee  on  Evidence  and  Comparative  Negligence  has 
Eet  four  times.  The  Committee  heard  testimony  from  interested 
parties  concerning  the  desirability  of  codifying  the  laws  of 
evidence  and  changing  to  a  comparative  negligence  system. 

The  Committee  is  studying  the  Federal  Rules  of  Evidence  and 
considering  what  changes  the  rules  would  make  with  respect  to 
North  Carolina  practice.  So  far,  the  Committee  has  studied 
approximately  half  of  the  60  rules  and  made  tentative 
modifications  to  some  of  the  rules.  However,  many  of  these  rules 
will  require  further  consideration  and  many  of  the  most  difficult 
rules,  such  as  those  governing  hearsay,  have  not  yet  been 
considered.  The  Committee  anticipates  that  many  more  meetings 
will  be  required  to  complete  consideration  prior  to  the  198  1 
Session. 

The  Ccuimittee  has  also  studied  the  concept  of  comparative 
negligence.  Although  the  Committee  has  not  yet  made  a 
determination   with   respect   to   the   desirability   of  adopting 
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comparative  riegligencfc,  the  Committee  has  begun  to  study  a  draft 
of  legislation  that  addresses  the  issues  concerning  comparative 
negligeLce.  The  Committee  anticipates  that  several  more  meetings 
Will    te    required   to    refine   the    proposal,

PRODUCTS  LIABILITY 
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The  Committee  has  not  convened  yet  for  two  reasons:  (1)  the 
effects  of  the  products  liability  legislation  enacted  in  1979 
vill  not  be  discernible  until  at  least  one  year  after  its 
effective  date  and  (2)  the  information  about  products  liability 
insurance  claims  experience  from  the  reports  of  insurers  that  are 
required  by  1979  Session  Laws  Chapter  979  will  not  be  available 
until  shortly  after  June  1,  1980. 

Ihe  Coicmittee  Counsel  has  been  researching  the  1979  North 
Carolina  legislation  and  the  uniform  products  liability 
legislation  recommended  by  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Commerce,  and 
has  oeen  monitoring  the  insurance  market  in  North  Carolina. 

The  Committee's  first  meeting  will  probably  be  held  shortly 
after  the  1980  Session.  At  that  time  the  Committee  will 
determine  the  scope  of  the  study  and  receive  information  about 
any  technical  problems  with  the  1979  North  Carolina  legislation. 
West  of  the  Committee  meetings  will  be  held  in  the  fall,  at  which 
time  the  Committee  will  hear  from  insureds,  insurers,  and 
consumer  groups.

The   Central  Pieamont  Park  Study  Comcittee  has  held  four  of  the 

five   meetings   it   originally   approved   in   its   budget.     The 

ComiEittee   has  pursued  the  charge  set  out  in  HJR  923  to  study  the 
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reed  for  parks  and  recreational  areas  in  eight  counties  of  the 
Central  Piedmont  area  (Alamance,  Guilford,  Forsyth,  Davidson, 
lavie,  Bcwan,  Randolph,  and  Cabarrus).

SUMMARY  OF  THE  ACTIVITIES  OF  THE  STODI  COMMITTEE  ON 
TEMPORARY  EMPLOYEES  RETIREMENT  COVERAGE 

The  Study  Committee  on  Retirement  Coverage  for  Temporary  State 
Employees  has  held  one  meeting  and  plans  at  least  four  additional 
ifleetings  prior  to  making  its  report  to  the  1981  Session  of  the 
Seneral  Assembly. 

The  Committee  discussed  the  work  done  by  the  1978-79  Study 
Committee  and  the  inclusion  of  legislative  employees  in  the 
Betirement  System.  The  Committee  received  a  report  from  the 
State  Eetirement  System  on  temporary  employees  and  their  status 
under  current  law.  The  Retirement  System  had  not  identified  any 
major  problems  with  the  inclusion  of  legislative  employees  in  the 
.System  but  highlighted  several  areas  of  concern  for  the  Committee 
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to  be  aware  of;  most  particularly  the  need  to  fund  additional 
liability  to  the  Retirement  System  created  by  covering  additional 
;?mployees . 

Ihe  Committee  discussed  the  need  for  information  from  State 
■departments  and  agencies  concerning  the  number  of  temporary 
positions  funded  by  the  General  Asseakly.  The  Committee  is  also 
concerned  about  consultants--coQtractual  employees  who  are  not 
jermanent  employees,  and  "interim"  teachers  who  are  not  permanent 
omployees  and  therefore  are  not  in  the  Eetirement  System. 

The  Committee  directed  the  staff  to  gather  information  on  these 
subjects  and  report  back  to  the  Committee  at  the  next  meeting.

SUMMARY  OF  THE  ACTIVITIES  OF  THE  STUDY  COMMITTEE  ON 
THE  STUDY  OF  REVENUE  LAHS 

The  Legislative  Research  Commission's  Study  Committee  on 
levenue  Laws  has  held  six  committee  meetings  tc  date. 

At  tne  last  meeting,  the  Committee  approved  an  interim  report 
to  be  sabmitted  to  the  1980  Session  which  included  legislation 
naking  either  technical  revisions  or  substantive  changes  in  the 
sales  and  use  tax,  intangibles  tax,  individual  income  tax, 
property  tax,  and  gasoline  tax. 

The  Committee  report  also  included  a  bill  appropriating  eight 
thousand  dollars  ($8,000)  to  the  Legislative  Research  Commission 
for  further  study  of  the  revenue  laws  by  the  Committee.  The 
eight  tnousand  dollars  ($8,000)  appropriated  by  the  Legislative 
Research  Commission  to  the  Committee  for  the  biennium  has  been 
expended,  and  there  remain  many  areas  of  the  revenue  laws  which 
desperately  need  further  review.  If  the  additional  appropriation 
is  made,  the  Committee  will  continue  its  study  of  the  intangibles 
tax,  the  sales  and  use  tax,  tax  incentives  for  incoming  and 
existing  industries,  and  other  areas  of  the  revenue  laws.

Review  of  Administrative  Rules. 

§  120-30. 2U.   Definitions. --As  used  in  this  Article: 

(1)  "Agency"  means  every  agency,  institution,  board, 
comiDission,  bureau,  department,  division,  council, 
member  of  the  Council  of  State,  or  officer  of  the 
executive  branch  of  State  government,  any  provision 
of  any  other  statute  to  the  contrary 
notwithstanding.  The  provisions  of  this  Article  do 
not  apply  to  agencies  in  the  judicial  branch  of 
State  government,  agencies  in  the  legislative 
branch  of  State  government,  the  Industrial 
Commission,  the  Utilities  Commission,  the 
Employment  Security  Commission,  counties,  cities, 
towns,  villages,  other  municipal  corporations  or 
political  subdivisions  of  the  State  or  any  agencies 
of  such  subdivisions,  county  or  city  boards  of 
education,  the  University  of  North  Carolina,  other 
local  public  districts,  units,  or  todies  of  any 
kind,  or  private  corporations  created  by  act  of  the 
General  Assembly. 

(2)  "Commission"    means    the   legislative   Research 
Commission. 

(3)  "Committee"   means  the  Administrative  Rules  Review 
Committee  created  by  G.S.  120-30.26. 
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( U)  "Director"  means  the  Director  of  Eesearch  of  the 
Legislative  Services  Ccnunission. 

(5)  "Pule"  means  every  rule,  regulation,  ordinance, 
standard,  and  amendment  thereto  or  repeal  thereof 
adopted  by  any  agency  and  includes  rules  and 
regulations  regarding  sukstantive  matters, 
standards  for  products,  and  procedural  rules  for 
complying  with  statutory  or  regulatory  authority  or 
with  requirements  or  executive  orders  of  the 
Governor. 

"Rule"  does  not  include: 

a.  Rules,  procedures,  or  regulations  that  relate 
only  to  the  internal  management  of  an  agency; 

b.  Directive  or  advisory  opinions  to  any 
specifically  named  person  or  group  with  no 
general  applicability  throughout  the  State; 

c.  Disposition  of  any  specific  issue  or  matter  by 
the  process  of  adjudication;  or 

d.  Orders  establishing  or  fixing  rates  or  tariffs. 
(1S77,  c.  915,  s.  1;  1979,  c.  541,  s.  3.) 

§  120-50.35.  Filing  of  rules.-- (a)  On  October  1,  1977,  the 
Attorney  General  shall  transfer  to  the  office  of  the  Legislative 
Research  commission  a  copy  of  every  rule  that  has  been  filed  with 
him  pursuant  to  Article  5  of  General  Statutes  Chapter  150A. 
tules  adopted  prior  to  October  1,  1S77,  may  be  reviewed  by  the 
Committee  and  by  the  Commission. 
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(b)  Rules  adopted  by  an  agency  on  or  after  October  1,  1977, 
shaxi  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Director  prior  to  the  filing 
itade  with  the  Attorney  General  pursuant  to  G.S.  150A-59. 

(c)  The  rules  filed  with  the  Director  pursuant  to  subsection 
(b)  of  this  section  shall  be  accompanied  ty  a  report.  This 
report  shall  contain: 

(1)  A  brief  summary  of  the  content  ox  the  rule  if 
adopted  or  repealed,  or  a  brief  summary  of  the 
change  in  the  rule  if  amended; 

(2)  A  citation  of  the  enabling  legislation  purporting 
to  authorize  the  adoption,  amendment,  or  repeal  of 
the  rule; 

(3)  A  statement  of  the  circumstances  that  required 
adoption,  amendment,  or  repeal  of  tne  rule;  and 

(4)  A  statement  of  the  effective  date  of  the  rule. 

(d)  Executive  orders  of  the  Governor  are  required  to  be  filed, 
but  executive  orders  of  the  Governor  are  not  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  G.S.  120-30.28  through  G.S.  120-30.35.  (1977,  c. 
915,  s.  1.) 

S  120-30.26.  Administrative  Rules  Review  Committee. — There  is 
created  a  permanent  committee  of  the  Legislative  Research 
CoiffiissioL  to  be  known  as  the  Administrative  Rules  Review 
Conmittee.  The  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  seven  members.  On 
October  1,  1977,  and  biennially  thereafter,  the  cochairmen  of  the 
Coaimission  shall  appoint  the  Committee  members  from  the 
mejibership  of  the  General  Assembly  for  terms  of  two  years,  and 
th  =  members  so  appointed  shall  elect  one  of  their  number  to  serve 
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as  chairman.  Any  vacancy  that  occurs  in  the  membership  of  the 
Committee  for  any  reason  other  than  the  expiration  of  a  term 
shall  be  filled  for  the  remainder  of  the  unexpired  term  by 
election  of  a  member  of  the  General  Assembly  by  the  Commission  at 
it. 3  next  meeting  after  the  occurrence  of  the  vacancy.  The 
Coiniittee  shall  perform  all  of  the  duties  of  the  Commission  with 
respect  to  reviewing  rules  of  administrative  agencies  except  as 
provided  in  G.S.  120-30.35.  (1977,  c.  915,  s.  1;  1979,  c.  1030, 
s.  3.) 

5  120-30.27.  Meetings  of  Committee. --The  Committee  shall  meet 
at  least  monthly  at  times  and  places  specified  by  the  chairman. 
Tha  members  of  the  Committee  shall  be  compensated  for  attending 
meetings  as  provided  in  G.S.  120-30.18.  Professional,  clerical 
or  other  employees  required  by  the  Committee  shall  be  provided  in 
accordance  with  G.S.  120-32.  (1977,  c.  915,  s.    1.) 

i  lzO-30.28.  Review  of  rules. --(a)  After  a  rule  is  filed  with 
the  Director,  he  shall  submit  it  to  the  Committee,  which  may 
deiermine  whether  or  not  the  agency  acted  within  its  statutory 
authority  in  promulgating  the  rule. 

(b)  If  the  Committee  finds  that  an  agency  did  not  act  within 
it:;  statutory  authority  in  promulgating  a  rule  the  Committee 
sh.iil  report  that  fact  to  the  Director  who  shall  transmit  the 
report  to  the  agency  that  made  the  rule.

The  Committee,  in  addition  to  reviewing  the  rules, 
may  review  the  reasons  given  in  the  agency  finding  of  emergency. 
(1977,  c.  915,  s.  1.) 

5  120-30.35.  Hearings. —  (a)  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of 
G.S.  120-30. 28(c)  and  G.S.  120-30 .35  (c) ,  the  cochairmen  of  the 
CottmissioE   may   call   a   public   hearing   on   any   rule  upon  the 
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recommeiidation    of    the    Committee   or    upon   the    motion   of    any      member 
of   the    Comirission. 

(b)  At  least  15  days  before  the  hearing,  notice  of  the  hearing
